The London Times on War Loans in the 
United States. 

In the 2imes of August,.! 9, appears nn 
article which is not calculated to raiao 
American bunds in the English market, and 
tVoui the figures given show that the dny 
of reckoning after the civil war m ended will 
press very heavily on the nation, In or- 
dinary years, half the entire revertae of 
Great Britain goes to pay the interest on 
borrowed money, whilst the expenses of 
the United Stales with a population equally 
as large was not more than a quartet pi that 
of Great Britain, The contrast was hitherto 
cited and felt; not the suddenness with 
which Congress, lifter the defeat at Ma- 
nassas Gap, voted men and money prove,! 
rather startling lb the Timet, or as it says, 
^almost loo extraordinary foi belief." It 
continues j 

The exact position of American finances must 
be to a great extent a matter of estimate even In 
the country itself; but it has been calculat. d, on 
■rood authority, that the actual expenditure of 
the Federal Govarritiiect at the present moment 
is at the rate of about £7."),onn.O0O per annum. 
This , it is true, is less by £9,000.001) than the 

amount of our dwii expendituri — E84.0 18,0 )t>— in 
tbe heaviest vear of the Crimean war; but one third 
of that wis absorbed in providing for the Interest 
of rhe National Debt, and the whole sum only 
showed an excess of some il.'V) 000,000, oyer "»r 
ordiiuirv" pence expenditure. In 1853 WO spent 

£oT,i)0i).000 ; in 1854, £60,000,000 i ana [I was 
not until we ourselves in the very agony of the 
Struggle that WO added some 0*1) per cent, to our 
usual ou'la.v. We m>j say, in short, that the war 
cost us f rthe IwcWi months when it was most 
expensive about £30,000,000 »f money, whereas 
the civil war is costing the Americans at its very 
outset, at least twice that sum. An expenditure 

of £75,000,000 represents an excess of about 
£60,000,001 on the ordinary outlay of the Federal 
Government, and this is I near red when the first 
campaign has but just been opened, and before 
the real proportions of the war can be supposed to 
be developed, This, however, thoagh a mast 
ominous fact, constitutes by no means the most 
striking feature of the ease before us. 

When WB, in this country, were tpendmg fhrse 
tens of millions upon the war in hand, we were 
ulso raxing ourselves in proportion. We met an 
outlay nf £84.000.000 bj taxes to the amount of 
£63,000 000 net, actually paid Into the Exchequer 
after the costs of collection had been deducted In 
the following year we provided no less than i £83,- 

000 000 »o meet an aggregate charge of £78,000,- 

000, so that In the two jrears together we added 

only some £3 1,000, 000 to the National Debt. In 
fact, the whole war, sanguinary and exhausting as 
it proved, only augmented the Public Debt by the 
sum of £32,79:1.000. Let us now contrast these 
statistics with rhe accounts received Iro'oi America. 
The ordinary Federal revenue amounts to about 
£16,000.000, so that the extraordinary charge of 
the war, to be met either by taxation or loan, is, 
as we liavo laid, abont £0,000,000. 

Cutitfrsaa being avewe to raising this sum, 
except chiefly by Inane, Impresses the Times 

with slill greater alarm, and it ad. I> that il 

the Federal income was doubled by taxes, 
yet within a year the increase would be eai 
up bv the interest on what was borrowed. 
Thus the Utiitod States would be piling op n 
national debt at the rate of £6 1,000,000 b 
year. Aftet this conclusion the rime* 
adds : 

We entreat the reader to observe for a moment 
what this implies.

Editor Bkitis it Colonibt : — The public are 

aware that nty motion to petition Hit Majesty fur 
the establishment of a Mint in Victoria cams' up 
on the loth Inst, ; and they have also hoard vaguely 
how two or three members, after throwing every 
species of ridicule on the subject, succeeded in 
swamping the question for the remainder of tho 
session by ft count out and adjournment moved, 
discussed and ended in less than one minute, dur- 
ing the momentary absence of the author e*f tho 
mot ion. 

L would not willingly appeal to the public on nny 
matter in which my personal feelings are engaged; 
but when tho dignity of the Uou.se, and of each 
individual member belonging to it, is so deeply in- 
terested, it becomes a duty to lift up a comer of 
the veil, and let the public know how parliament- 
ary usages call bo violated, and a measure of great 
public interest frustrated and thrown out by a 
quotum of three, merely because it did nut initiate 
with the Attorney General. 

1 must bruin by observing that neither the 
Speaker of the House nor the Chairman In Com- 
mittee of the Whole, can ever take the initiative of 
a count out, or of any other measure requiring a 
minion or njtice j and that in all sttcli cases the 
rules of the Horns Parliament, which have been 
adopted' here, require certain formalities, in order 
to hinder any undue surprise on the part of un- 
scrupulous members. 

We read in May's Parliamentary Practice, p. 
^1^: ••Immediately after prayers, each day after 
Parliament has been opened, Hie Speaker, sitting 
in the Clerk's rlmir, counts the House." This at 
once shows the distinction between the duties of 
the Speaker in this respect, before and ifter hav- 
ing taken his seat, for wc find shortly afterwards 
(p. 2W); " */rer lha House has been made, (that 
is. sittinir,) if notice be taken '>;/ a mtntber that forty 
members fttie required quorum) ore not present, 
Speaker immediately co. int< tho ll"IHe" "The 
two-minute sand-glass is turned, an. I thus<Ae»o»ie 
time is given to member* to enter the House us in 
the ease of a division," And further, on p. 'W>, 
••In the meantime, while the House is being 
counted, the doors continue open, and members 
a trr during Ibn whole time occupied by the 
counting " 

Such are th" stringent regulations on the sub- 
ject, and now let us see how they were complied 
wirh on the 15th,
